PROHIBITION AIMENDMENT 
UPHELD JY_HIGH COURT 

rnlled StMte> Sii|ir<'nie Court I'phoids 
i^ohjliltlon Amendment and 
the r.nt'orcenient Art. 



WiishliiKlon. June 7 — The prohibi- 
tion amendment and the enforcement 
act were held to be constitutional by 
I he Supreme Court today in a nnani- 
nioiis decision. 

While attorneys for the Interest.-! al- 
tackinR the two nieasureg gained per- 
mission to file motions for riOiearint;. 
the derision was regarded generally 
as striking a death blow to the hopes 
of the wets. 

The court's opinion, rendered h> 
Justice Willis Van Devanter. was 
sweeplnt;. 

It held that the amendment not only 
came within the amending power con- 
ferred by the Federal constitution, but 
was proposed lawfully and now was 
the law of the land. 

While recognizing that Congress hud 
limitations in respect to the enforce- 
ment of laws regarding beverages, the 
Court held those limits were not trans- 
cended in the enactment of the en- 
forcement act restricting alcoholic 
content of intoxicants to lie one half of
